Most of tho 
prisoners wore charged with nothing 
more serious than calling tho working 
niotormen and conductors names. Con- 
sidering tho number of men on .strike, 
there have been remarkably few acts 
of violence. 

Mayor Rayburn stated today that he 
would swear in ten thousand extra 
policemen, if necessary, and keep the 
cars running for the convenience of the 
public. "Tile public will bo accommo- 
dated," the Mayor said, "if the city has 
to take over tho transit company's lines 
and run them itself with tho iirenion, 
the police, and the extra police " 

At a meeting of the strikers hold to- 
night, John J, Murpliy, president of tho 
Central Labor Union, pledged tho sup- 
port of tho Central Labor Unlon^-to-the 
trollymon. "If tho Rapid Transit-; Com- 
pany does not come to time by Thurs- 
day," ho said, "thoro will be a general 
atrlko declared by I'^riday." 

A crowd of .strike syn-ipathizers at- 
tacked a motorman at tho Smith and 
Snider avenue burn tonight. Tlie 
motorman drew a revolver and llred 
Tive shots Into the crowd, l)ut no one 
wa.s seriously injured. Tlie police res- 
cued the motorman In time to .';avo 
liliu from srrioiis injury. The saloons 
were again closed at .<;lx o'clock tonight 
and will remain clnsod until six o'clock 
tomorrow mornin:;.

With the extension of the i-]. \t K. 
railway Nanaimo la bound to hoconie 
an important distributing centre for 
all of the northern and central por- 
tion of tho island, and will grow ac- 
cordingly.

Lima, Peru, Jlay 31. — Last night, on 
account of the attempted coup d'etat, 
was one of anxiety for all the resi- 
(Icnts of tho capital. Occasionally shots 
were hoard hero and thei;c, but tliero 
was no serious dlstuibinco. Murtlcl 
law has been proclaimed, and strong 
forces of troops patrol the streets. Tho 
actual" lighting on Saturday' between 
tho rebels and the govcrnmont forces 
did not last much over an hour, but 
about onu hundred on both sides were 
killed. The number of wounded lias 
not Ijoen definitely a.scortained, but it 
is known to have been large. 

Lima Is quiet today, and the abortive 
revolutionary movement of Saturday 
afternoon lias not been followed bj- any 
further disorder. Tlie police arc at 
present engaged in seeking Nicholas 
I'ieroUi, a notorious agitator, and some 
of bis adherents. There was a. monster 
liopular meeting In Lima tills after- 
noon to protest against the outbreak of 
Saturday. 

Washington, May 31. — About 100 
people were killed In the revolutionary 
outbreak in Lima, according to dis- 
patches received at the state depart- 
ment from Leslie Combs, the Ameri- 
can minister to- Peru. The state de- 
partment was greatly surprised at the 
revolt, as there had been no warning 
of impending , trouble. The^ department 
Is in tho dark as to the cause. The re- 
volution was apparently as quickly 
ended aa it was started. Tho govern- 
ment troops appeared loyal, and Mr. 
Combs- does not think there will. be any 
further trouble. ■'

A ' 
careful examination directly after the 
accident showed that the cnvelopo had 
been torn, and it was thought that the 
Injury could be repaired and that the 
party could proceed tonight. 

A more careful examination,' how- 
ever, disclosed tho fact that the pro- 
peller was broken, and a considerable 
time must elapse before the journey 
can bo continued. Tho position is 
unfavorable, the ground .being very 
hilly. The bow rests on tho ground, 
while the stern is about G5 feet in the 
air. A strong breeze sprang up to- 
wards evening, causing no little anx- 
iety for tho safety of the airship, 
which it was thought would be wreck- 
eU should a storm come up during the 
n-ight. 

After considerable labor, and with 
the -assistance of some of those who 
had^'gatliered at tlio scone of the ac- 
cident.

No one was Injured In the accident,

Association's Report 
The result of tile association's con- 
siderations was jireseiited to the city 
council last nis'u when tile following 
ocninuiniealiiui from Thonias C. fcjor- 
by, secretary of the association, was 
read : 

Sir — (1) I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your h'ttcr 
of the L'ltli Inst., transmittliiB, for the 
Information of this association, a copy 
of a letter reeeh-ed from tin; X'lctoria, 
IJlitiah Columbia, Board of Tradt', with 
reference to the proposal of the E. & 
X. Uailway company to establish coul 
blinkers over the waters of the harbor 
j frimting- the Songhoos Indian reserve. 

(2) Allow me In the first place to de- 
line the position of this assooiation as 
resards the inner harbor of Victoria. 

(3) This association, formed origin- 
ally amongst the owners and occupiers 
of iiroi)erty abutting on the inner har- 
bor, met together and, after very can;- 
ful consideration, formulated a deli- 
nite plan. representing the urgent 
needs ol' the jiort inodllied and limited 
to such works as the federal govern- 
nicnt iiiiglit reasonably be expected to 
undertake in tlie luiniedlate future, 
'rills plan was submitted by them to a 
joint meeting of tlio.se more iiarticu- 
larly interested In the port and rejjre- 
sentatlves sent to the meeting by the 
municipal council and by the Board 
of Trade, and after being approved a.t 
that meeting, this jilan was laid before 
the royal commission on transporta- 
tion on the 2Sth da:' of September, 
11)05. These representatjops- being fa- 
N ora'bly reported by tlia royal commis- 
sion to the honorable the minister of 
public works, were, at- th^ ')*oque8t of 
the Hon. Mr. Tcmplernan, rieferrod to 
Mr. Keefer, ns resident JDomlnlon en- 
gineer, to report as to the desirable- 
ness, practicability and cost of the pro- 
ject. 

(4. On the 2Sth of September, 190G, 
the owiiors and oeeuplers of property 
abutting on tlie Inner harbor again met 
the Moil. .Air. Temiilenian and Mr. Kee- 
fer at the city hall and received and 
discussed the report sent in by .Mr. 
Keefer and the lionorafile minister of 
luilillc wni-ks. .\t that meeting tlii} 
lion. .Mr. Tenipleinan stated that or- 
ders luid been given tliat all future 
vvoil< 111 the harbor should he carried 
(lilt on the lines of the jilaii submitted 
to lie- royal coniiiilsslon. Of this jdau 
\-ou have ii lopy on die dated the llith 
of Seiitcmlier. inO.'.. 

(.'O This association wa.-J then or- 
ganized on the 2!lth of XoveinbiM-. ItlOli. 
to secure the elTeetive execution of 
this iirojeet in accordance w-ilh the 
plan decided upon. On the Bth of .lan- 
uarj', 1908, the Hon. Jlr. Templenian 
aasurod us (by letter) that arrange- 
ments would toe made for the prosecu- 
tion of the work In the improvement 
of the harbor as vigorously as possi- 
ble. This, therefore, Is the position 
of the association in tho matter, and 
the work Is steadily proceeding on 
these lines. 

Free of Obstructions 
(G) This association held a s|ieclnl 
meeting on Wednesday, the I'lUli, to 
consider your communication, .nid 1 
am directed to state that this asso- 
( latlon Is decidedly of the opinion that 
the demands of commerce, present and 
pros])ectlve, retiulre that the whole of 
the water aroa, as defined on the ap- 
proved plan referred to, should be 
iteiJt free from all obstructions. This 
plan provides for a deep water line 
I drawn from Songhees point to Polly 
I Island, and the assoeintlon considers 
I that tile er(Vtlon of the bunkers 
i should bo kept on. or sliorewards of, 
a line firawn Irnin ordinary high water 
j inarli on Smigtiees point to ordlnar.v 
I high water niar!< on the south end of 
I'l-lly island, as Indicated In pencil on 
filaii returned. With this reservation 
tile .•issoclatloii strongly .-ipprove.s the 
propo.sitiiin to the erection of biinki^rs 
for the coaling of :-teainer.i frecpient- 
in.g this port. 

(7) Whilst the council Is considering 
the i|Uestl(>n of concessions to the rall- 
wa.v compan.v. 1 am further dlreeterl hy 
I this association to dr;iw your alteii- 
i tion to the contra \-ertlon hy the com-' 
pany of section ITil of the Ualhv.-iy 
Act. ThI.s section provides that "no 
I company shall cause any obstruction 
1 In or Impede the free navigation of 
! any river, water, stream or canal 
cross vhlch Its railway Is carried." 
Obstacle to Navig.ition 
(S. Tills bridge as at present hau- 
led 'ity the railway couinaii>-, constl- 
! lutes a most serious obstruction and 
I impediment to the free nn vifrathm of 
the harbor, (ieeup\-lng ,i time in its 
opening and elosin;^, of from 22 lo ItO 
inlnutcs. This as.-.oelatlon claims that 
shipping has the lirsl right of -way and 
submits to tho consideration of the 
munlciptil council that steps should he 
taken to compel the company to place 
this bridge in a state .to conform with 
the Railway Act, and to so operate 
tho 'bridge toy mechanical power, that 
It could be opened at any time, on the 
near approach of a passing vessel and 
closed within say five minutes, as in 
Portland and other cities. 

(;i).\s a matter of fact the railway 
coin)iany refuse lo open the bridge 
within half an hour of the approach 
of a train (owing to the time occupied 
In tho operation) and a boat iipproach- 
Ing at such a time, has to drift about 
llK.i harbor sometimes for an hour la 
an almost uninanageiiblc condition, If 
any wind Is blowing, to the extreme 
<Iunger of property and gi\'J)iK the 
port a sinister reputation.- This is 



causing a serious choclc to the expan- 
sion of trade and depreciates the value 
of all properties abutting on the up- 
per liarbor. 

(10) As business Increases, over tho 
railway and on tho water, . these, evils 
will become still more' acuto''-aiia : .will 
be prejudicial to thc'.best Interests of 
the city of Victoria. This association 
would .suHmit, therefore, that, existing 
hnpedlmerita 'should bo abated before 
the possibility of fresh Impediments 
are cdnaldered. '' ■ 

' Favors Suggestion ' , 

Alderman Stewart suggested that the 
recommendations of the as.soclatlon ba 
adopted. That body hud fully Investi- 
gated tho, matter and while ho believ- 
ed the council did not wish to be' un- 
falr to the E. & N." railway, yet tho 
association has done a great work in 
Improving the harbor and was . fully 
conversant with tho needs of traffic. 
As for the deluys at the bridge some 
mechanical means should bo adopted 
to savo time in swinging the bridge 
so that the existing delays would bo 
done awny with. 

Alderinan Turner doubted whether 
the council has any Jurisdiction in tho 
matter at all, though Aldermen Fuller- 
ton and Mabie believed that if such 
were the case tho boai'd of trade 
would not have referred the question 
of railway occupation of tho reserve 
to the city. 

That tho interests of the citzens of 
Victoria should be carefully saf(»- 
guarded before tho company is given 
the whole of the waterfront was the 
ojilnlon of "Alderman Ka.vmond, who 
cited Vancouver as an Instance of u 
city where the whole of the water- 
front Is barred to other railway con- 
cerns by the previous occupation (jf 
the dhoie liy the C.P.U., and Abler- 
nian l-'ullerton thought that If th.> 
K. & N. is allowed to locate its round 
houses and bunkers on tin; reserv(! 
there should be a atliJiilatloii that any 
other company should have running 
rights over Us lines. 

Alderman Turner remarked that Vic- 
toria has been walling forty years fur 
the advent of the K. N. and the es- 
tablishment of projier terminal facili- 
ties, and be could see no reason why 
It should be neces.sary to wait another 
forty until simio other comi)any comes 
in. It would bo much better to liuve 
the company on tho reserve than the 
Siwaahes. 

A Wasto of Time 

It Is just a waste of time for the 
city to bother about the matter at all 
wn.s how Alderiiuui McKeown put It. 
The company has the rlglit to expro- 
priate the land and the city has ab- 
solutely no sa.\-, KInally the sugges- 
tion i.if AldeiTiian Stewart that the 
Harbor association's i-eport be adopt- 
ed was approved of though a counter 
proposition that the matter be con- 
sidered at a sjieclal meeting of the 
council was advanced. 

That the council, after placing upon 
the sliouldera of the city eiiglnfteer the 
responsibility of deciding with what 
class of pavement the cUy streets shall 
be paved. Is now endeavoring to take 
that power out of his hands and say 
what style of paving shall be laid on 
Cook street, was tho contentloi) of 
.'Vldorman Turner, when the motion 
that Cook street should be paved with 
tar mocadam was brought up. Some 
time ago a deputation of owners on 
that thorouglifara waited upon tlie 
council and objected to that street be- 
ing macadamized as was provided for 
In the bylaw passed last year. 'J'hey 
asked for some bettor style of pave- 
ment. While nothing was deflniteb' 
decided. It was suggested by some 
members of the council that the maca- 
dam should be laid, hut the top dress- 
ing be treated with tar. Supposing that 
this was satisfactory to the deputation 
the engineer was asked to submit an 
estimate of the Increase In cost to do 
this worlc. 

Alderman Turner stated that the 
owners -(vanted nothing further done 
until they saw how other styles of 
pavement worked. Only last Kriday 
night the council passed a resolution 
leaving the choice of iiavement to the 
Knginei^r, and now the council wished 
to say what should be laid on Cook 
street. The owners on Cook street do 
not want tar macadam, Alderman Tur- 
ner maintained. 

Alderman 1 leiulersoii, chairman In 
the absence of Ma\or Mali, pointed out 
that the resolution apiiolnting the I'hi- 
glneer sole arbiter on iiavement was 
jiassed snb.feiiueiitly to the decision to 
pave Cook street wltli tar macadam, 
and therefore the c<nincil was not go- 
ing back on Its resolution. 

"Then what are you going to do if 
the Kngineer decides on a pavement 
and the owners don't w-ant it'.'" asked 
Alderman Turner, and the matter eniled 
witli the proposition to lay tar mac- 
adam being defeated. 

Motor Apparatus. 

While the city Is calling for tenders 
lor a horse-drawn lire engine, ligures 
on a motor apparatus will also bo call- 
ed for. The report of the lire wardens 
recommended that the time for putting 
In tenders for the horse-drawn appara- 
tus bo extended to June 21. and Alder- 
man Stewart, after ascertaining that 
the cost of a motor engine Is from 
jlOOO to S1200 more than the other, ri;- 
comincnded that tenders of sucli an en- 
gine be also called, and this will be 
done. 

"You are gcdng to buy a motor en- 
gine now. 1 suiiiioHc. when you can't 
1111 ui) the holes 111 tlio roads," was 
.Mdermaii Ilumb(n-'s cimtemptuous re- 
ference to the council's aciloii. 

The recommendation of the fire 
wardens that lire hydrants be jilaced 
at various points where needed was 
also adopted. The points selected are: 
Rockland a venue, b(;iwecn Moss street 
and Pemberton road; Pemberton road, 
between Fort street and Hocldand 
avenue; St. i,:iiarles street, between 
Fort street and Kockliind avenue; Bal- 
ter.c .street and fialliis road, and Sl;in- 
ley street .-iiid I'aiidora avenue. l'\)iir 
more hydrants will also lie plai-ed in 
suitable iilaces to be later decided on. 
The lire wardens also recommend that 
for the balance of the year the i-lty 
\-eteriiiary work be illviil(-il between iJr. 
Hamilton and Dr. Illcbards, the foriinu- 
to have charge of the horses »)f the lire 
brigade, the latter to take charge of 
the other horses belonging to the cil.v. 
Uocal Firm Gets Contract. 

The contract for the supply of riili- 
hor boots for the fire brigade, which 
the council decided should be given to 
the Vancouver Rubber Clompany, at 
Sij.CO per pair, will instead be aw-arded 
to -AfcCandless Bros., a local firni, 
whose tender was the lowest at $5.50 
per pnir. The choice of tho Vancouver 
lirm \vas made by error. 

A permit will be given to .T. .SnumTers 
allowing the erection of a stable on 
Pembroke .street. The building inspec- 
tor did not have tho authority to issue, 
tho permit ivithbut'tho aj)iproviil of tho 
council. 

J. R. Cnrnilcbnel, clerk of the miini- 
(!lpallty of South .Saiinlch, wrote stat- 
ing that the municipal council was 
ing that the mnnlcliiiil council was will- 
ing to pay the ex)ieiisc of any patient 
from tlic municipality being treated 
tl)e city'.s Lsolatlon hospital. A rcciucst 
of tho Salvation Aiitty for a grant ' 



$100 was referred to the finance com- 
mittee. ■- . 

The tlireo by-laws recently passed 
by the ratepayers, the Sewer Ijoan, 
Water Works I^oan and (Causeway 
pavement by-laws were given their 
final reconsideration, and passed, and 
the Civic Service By-.t.,aw, Introduced 
by Aid. tiisho]), was laid over until a 
ci3mmltteo composed of AI<1. Stewart, 
-Bishop and Turner shall have consid- 
ered the (luestlon of salaries and re- 
Jiorted to the council. 

The city engineer will be asked to 
report what steps have been taken to 
place a Iloatins' wharf at the cause- 
way, and also as to what has been 
done relative to improving the foun- 
tain at the junction of Government 
street and Douglas street. 

Street Improvements 

The following local Improvements 
were also passed: Permanent side- 
walks on both sides of Fernwood road 
from Fort street to Fdmonton street, 
and grading and macadamizing of 
said street; ijermanent sidewalks on 
butli sides of Uedniont avenue between 
Pembroke street and Pandora avenue 
with curbs, gutters and lioulevards and 
to drain, grade and macadamize said 
street; iiermanent sidewalks on both 
sides of Boyd street from Niagara 
street to Dallas road, and on the south 
side of Toronto street from Covern- 
mcnt street to Menzles street, and on 
the north side of Toronto street from 
.Meiizles strei't to Beacon Hill park 
and to grade, drain and macadamize 
said street from Menzles street to 
Beacon Hill park. 

The report of the streets, bridges 
and sowers committee wos atloptcd as 
follows:

THE A,-Y..P. EXPOSITION 

Today the Alasha-Yukon-Pacillc 
Exposition will bo oi)cne(l at S.^itHe, 
Tlio event is one or peculiar interc.st. 
Other great exhibitions In AnRM-icu 
have, as a rule, commemorated An- 
niversarie.s, but that now ri'fiTrod to 
i>j the demonstration of a fact. Tliat 
fact Is one of the most iinpurtant in 
. modern history, and In a sense marks 
an epoch. The past half century has 
been made up of year.s of iiicparation 
In tho Pacific Northwest. We and 
those wlio ijreceiliHl us have been dis- 
covering it. We liavi> been learnin.i,' 
something: of its potontialities. There 
Is much moro to be learned, but suf- 
flcent progress has been made to jus- 
tify an invitation to the world to 
come and see us as we are. 

The greatest feature of the Kxposi- 
tlon — the most astonishinK exhibit ol' 
them all — is the city In wliich>it la 
held. Nothing speaks so eloquently 
of what has been done on the north- 
west coast In a single lifetime, and by 
no means a long one at that, nothing 
is so prophetic of wlmt may bo ac- 
complished in the immediate future as 
the city on Elliott Bay, which today 
will resound with- demonstrations of 
enthusiasm. This flno Exposition Is 
the latest demonstration of the Seat- 
tle Spirit, which triumpiied over every 
obstacle, and in less than forty years 
converted a struggling and almost 
hopeless settlement, set down In tho 
forest amid hostile Indians Into a 
metropolitan city. Seattle en fete, as 
it will be today, is an inspiration to us 
all, and an encouragement towards 
efforts In a friendly rivalry. 

The name of the Exposition is slg- 
nillcent, Alaska- Yulton-Pacilic, .sug- 
gesting that tile first tliought ofthnsp, 
who promoted it, \vas to demon - 
, Strata the capabilities of / the great 
country to tho North of us, whose 
golden treasures liave been one of tlic 
jirescnt day marvels of the world; and 
perhaps we are not mistaken that it 
was the optimism' of the men of the 
North, which gave birth to tho idea. 
Herein we find something tliat seems 
to be of si)ecial interest to us in Bri- 
tish Columbia. It is not f'ti long ago 
that a member of Congress, aildress- 
Ing the House of Representatives at 
Washington said: "We know that 
north of the Strait of Jimn de Fuca 
all is darkness anil desolation." With- 
in twenty years Alaska was regarded 
as a great waste land forever given 
over to Indians and Eskimos, and the 
Yukon Territory, by the few. who 
thought of it at all, was Iool;ed upon 
as equally valueless, Tlie r>eo|)ie nf 
the business v.-orld are wiser now, and 
it must be of great value to liritish 
Columbia to have a poj.ular di nion- 
stratlon that a region, lying almost 
wholly north of our northernmost 
frontier, is rieh in natural wealth, a 
field wortii devel-jp'ug by railways, a 
country where varied industries will 
be carried on and thousan'ds of peo-' 
ple will make thefr homes. 

The name "Paeifle" is full of promise 
for the future, for It calls to mind tlie 
fact that a uev,- era in the hlstm'y of 
mankind lui.-^ begun. iMir nioi-e een- 
tuflei: tlian wo can determine the great 
ocean, lying lietween America and .\shi, 
was urifurro\ved by the Iteels iif cum- 
merce. It was in very truth a waste of 
water. The storms of winter vexed ne 
nrgosles laden willi .-ulventurers or the 
products of indn,"tr.\-; tli.' summer 
breezes wafted no .ships to their destin- 
ation. Silence unbroken. It may have 
been, since the day when tho waters 
were first gathered together, lay upon 
11, lC\en aflci- a lew diurageous navi- 
gators iiad ventured across its vast 
distances, it gave no promise of filturo 
Importance in the affairs of the world, 
and when William H. Steward, defend- 
ing tho purchase of Alaska, declared 
that tlie greatest acliievements of man 
would bo on the greatest of tlie oc'eaiis, 
most people thouglit it only a llgure of 
apeech employed to excuse a bad bar- 

■ gain. But we know better now, al- 
though tiic realization of the proplicoy 
Is being brought about by causes, 
which tho great statesman, wlio ulter- 

■ ed It, did not anticipate. ' Today 
assisting In the opening ceremonies of 
the Exposition, are representatives of 
.Tapan, that wonderful natiiui w'hlch 

■ lias reached the front rank in military 
and naval prowess with gigantic 
strides, and Is rapidly advancing to a 
corresponding po.sltlon in commerce 
and Industry. At the time the Exposi- 
tion is opened a Japanese Steamship 
line. 111 co-operation with a groat 

, American railway company, is about to 
.be Inaugurated. I The man, who can- 
• not see In these things evidence that 
the fulfilment of tlie prophecy of Sec- 
retary Seward is approaching, must 
.indeed be.shortrslghted. .. v 



The principal speech at the opening 
of the Exposition will be delivered by 
Mr. James J. Hill. There Is something 
very fitting in- this, for Mr. Hill rep- 
resents the spirit of railway construc- 
tion, without which the development of 
tiie Paclfle Northwest would have been 
impossible. Ho represents the spirit 
of courageous self-reliance, which is 
the secret of the progress of our land. 
A Cnnadianiby birth, and a citizen of 
the United States iDecause he found in 
that country greater scope for his 
ability tjian his native land afforded in 
his younger days, lie typifies the fact 
that the groat work of making .Vlaska, 
the Yukon and tiie Pacinc Xortiiweat 
what tli.oy may become, knows no in- 
ternational: boundary, tliat whetlier wo 
live under the Union Jack or tho Stars 
and Stripes, we are as one people in 
everytlilng that relates to our national 
aii\'ancenient. 

We congratulate the promoters of the 
.Vlaska- Yukon- Pacific Exposition upon 
the gr^at success, which has crowned 
their efforts. Wo coiigl atulate the City 
of Seattle 'upon the spirit, which this 
splendid exposition so truly exemplifies. 

THE LOAN BY-LAWS 



A\'e said a few days ago that we 
would be glad to hear from some -of 
those who voted against the )oan by- 
, law.s, wliicli were passed last week, 
! aiui that Willie we would tro;it such 
I comniunications as contidential ,we 
would make public the views express- 
ed in them. One gentleman ' has com- 
plied witii the request. He is a large 
proiieity owner, and liis views are en- 
titled to very serious consideration. 
We have altered the phraseology of 
his letter to a very slight extent, but 
not so as to change Its meaning, and 
we submit what he says for tlie bene- 
lit of all persons interested. He 
writes as follows: 

A strong general want of confidence 
in tile management of city alTairs. 

The votes against sewer loan were 
given because further extension should 
stand until tho sewer rental comes in 
in July. Our sewers have taken many 
years to construct — they cannot all be 
built In a day.. Perspna.on the out- 
skirts can wait without much incon- 
venience until the money is In hand 
to reach the suburbs. Late last year 
a sewer loan was voted, and property 
owners who pay all are opposed to too 
much borrowing. 

Last year {619,000 were . borrowed, 
and many are opposed , to borrowing 
again ■■so., soon, and think the water 
commissioner should have known ' In 
time and. ordered the piping necessary. 

Another reason for voting no — Is 
that a heavy loan of $900,000 or more 
is in prospect. The present loan is 
based on an unjust and unfair front- 
age tax on water mains. 

Very strong reasons are against tho 
Causeway and Believiiio street loan. 
The treasurer's statement appeared 
about two months ago showing an an- 
ticiiiated revenue for 11)09 of about 
$700,000. of which ?60,000 only was 
given for street purposes. If the 
aldermen and city engineer spent that 
money on outside sldowralka. and left 
the inside quagmires a disgrace they 
should be censured. 

A discussion took jjlace a few 
weeks ago in tlio council chamber as 
to the oxiic-ndlture of tlie said SGO.OOO. 
No alderman seemed to know how 
tills money was spent, or wliother 
they or the city engineer had tlie 
spending of it. 

We- hardly think our . correspondent 
is correct when he says there Is a 
strong general lack of confidence in tho 
way the affairs of tiie city are car- 
ried on, but, on the contrary, recognize 
in the manner ii which money bylaws 
have been carried, very strong evidence 
that the aiaJorlt.N- ( r tlie ratepayers are 
v.cli satisfied with the general policy 
of the administration. The sewer loan, 
which 1.1 not In one .lense a general 
municipal liability, is In our humble 
jiuigme'it a necessary tning and stands 
on a differ-jiit fooi.ng from all other 
loans. We are not in sympathy witli 
tile views ot our correspondent in re- 
gard to the needs ot people who live 
In the outskirts of the city. We agree 
with him tliat tlio "Water Comi.Tlssioner 
might iiave been expected to know how 
much pipe would be needed, and ar- 
ranged for a single loan to pay for it 
a'.I; but in Victoria we have been in 
the habit of doing things liy piecemeal 
for s<; long a time that we cannot hope 
for a new departure all at once. The 
fact that enough pipe was not provided 
for does not appear to us to bo any 
reason for not providing enough. Tlio 
question of street improvement is one 
u|i(i 1 which tlier(> will naturally bo 
some iliflercnies of opinion, liut tho 
condition of tlio Causeway and Belle- 
ville street Is such that delay in putting 
them in proper shape would be inex- 
cusable. 

Tlic gi iii ial dbservatlons witli wiiicli 
our corri'spiiiident concludes ills let- 
ter are not speaking to tho question, 
and to print them In this connection 
would ))(• an evasion of our rule re- 
quiring correspondents to sign their 
letter.s. Our correspondent wlli, wo arc 
sure, appreciate the justice of this 
reason for withholding that part of his 
letter.

SEAlNACQyiTTED 
OF CHARGES LAID 



Wlierein Is Also Meiitionecl'the 
Quaint Costume of Captain 
In Tropical Waters 



The charge against ton of tho seamen 
of the tJerman ship Eliza Lihn was 
dismissed yesterday by Magistrate Jay. 
Joe JlcAlpine, Joe tioWst Sam Colban, 
Oiaf Nord, Paddy Holmes, H. Meier, 
Jimmy Dcmpsoy, ArcturO Femuro, and 
Ooorgu "Ward were all of them accused 
of having wilfully refused to obey the 
lawful commands of Captain Wagner, 
the master of the ship. The magis- 
trate, however, "vvas of opinion that 
however mutinous tholr intent, no evi- 
dence had been adduced of any com- 
mand having been issued to tliom. 

Captain Wagner's story was that on 
arriving in port the men refused to go 
to work till they had laid cartaln alleg- 
ed grlevunoos before the consul, which 
in this case would be the German con- 
sul, Mr. Lowenborg. He had come 
aboard and heard their story, anfl had 
told the witness that tho men had no- 
thing to complain of. Ho reported this 
to the crew, and when he returned to 
tho ship during tho dinner hour on 
Saturday ho asked the men If they 
were going to work that afternoon. 
They said they would not, and accord- 
ingly he laid Information against them, 

CroH3c.\amined by Mr. Lowe, the 
captain denied having over been drunk 
while on board Bhip. He had refused 
to let tho men go ashore because It was 
inconvenient until they had unladen 
the ballast as he was afraid ihey would 
desert an4 leave him in the lurch. He 
denied having threatened a sick man 
in the forecastle, and explained his ap- 
pearance on deck one day clad In ii 
towel and a bottle of rum by saying 
that he frequently wore that garb at 
sea in hot weather. As for the rum. it 
was his birthday, and he had brought 
the bottle to treat tho men with. Coun- 
.sel for the" defence appeared much 
shocked, wheVeupon tho court remark- 
ed: ■. 

"Have you never boon In the tropics 
on your birthday, Mr. Lowe" 

Several of the men gave evidence. 
They said they wanted to go ashore to 
get . legal advice. The ship was not 
safe on account of the drunken hubits 
of the skipper. Tho cook also com- 
plained that he left liquor lying about 
the ship with the idea of getting tho 
men druiik and getlng up a flght with 
them. Also It seemed that a sailor, 
while Intoxicated had fallen down a 
hatch and had been killed, and he 
wanted an inquest. He desired legal 
advice also on this point. They all 
said that on telling this tu the consul 
they had been told tliat the only way 
for them to get legal advice was for 
them to go to jail. This tliey were, 
fpiltc willing to do. If necessary. On 
'lie captain's return he had asked 
those who had grievances to come aft, 
where he had noted their names in a 
book. No one had directed them to do 
any work after dinner on Saturday. 

Mr. C, J. Prior, who cnnduetod tho 
;iro."ecution, wanted the men tn be or- 
dered to he taken aboard and them dis- 
ehai-ged. The magistrate, however, 
said he had no power to do this; hut 
that if the men did not return after a 
roasotiahli' time they could bo arrested 
as deserters.

ed in their desiro to secure tho fruit. 
An order for the six cars was inimedi- 
atel\- again wired this time at the prici; 
aslu'd.- 

Tile price asked by the loeal^ ex- 
change is nut given out, but It is said 
t:j be far in advance of tho prices be- 
InC asked at this time a .vear ago. 
Advices from tlie etist state lhal <leal- 
ers there are most anxious t.u fill their 
needs from tlie hsland jiroduct and tell 
uf an unprecedented dem:ind wliicli will 
he experienced in a short lline. The 
lirospecis of the shorter eron coupled 
with the wcdl Itnown ipiality of the 
Island fruit liave result<'d in the iirairie 
dealers seniiing In tlieir onlers cou- 
siderabb' In aih'ance of the nsutil 
time. 

Another factor '.vliicli cnlianees the 
value of this island's fruit hi the es- 
timation of the eastoriief is thi' care 
wdiicli has b'-L'n tiikeii iu the iilcking 
and iiacklng. Last year tiio Victoria 
l''riilt Growers' association tnol; e.M|H!- 
elal jialns to Inculcate iu the minds 
of the growers the necessity of proper 
packing methods iuirl demon,slratlons 
were held with a view of giving the 
grinver proper instruction in this re- 
spect. Aa tt result the value of the 
grower's product has been materially 
enhanced on the markets of tho east. 

It is expected that-"bl7 the end ot 
tho week local strawberries will be 
arriving in substantial quantities. 
Those th.at are now arriving are of ex- 
cellent quality and flavor. 

Local gooseberries are also arriving 
In dally increasing quantities. Tho 
local demand Is taking^ care of all offer- 
ings and suBplIes aro- readily dispos- 
ed of.

HERE AND THERE 



A lady standing waiting for a street 
car a few days ago e.\chilmod, us she 
looked up tho street, "what a busy 
place Victoria is now-a-days, just 
look at all tlioso buildings going up! 
I used to know every one I met when 
I came Into town. Now most of tho 
people are strangers," and there was 
a sound half of regret.ih the lady's 
voice as she spoke. 

Not long before a gentleman, a 
strong self-reliant busy man, had re- 
marked as ho spoke of his new homo 
in a distant part of tlie province: "I 
like it very much. To toll the truth I 
spent rather a lonely time in Victoria. 
When I had nnlshed my work there 
was nowhere I felt as if I could go 
with a certainty of .a welcome." Being 
reminded that he was somewhat re- 
served himself, he said, with a little 
laugh In which there was tlic sus- 
picion of bitterness, "yes, I daresay It 
was my own fault." 

There Is no doubt that tho lady was 
right. The most unobservant must 
see that our city Is growing very rap- 
Idly. Men and women are coming 
here from all directions. On everj' 
street car new faces are seen, and 
every boat brings passengers looliing 
for lioines. How many of these pco- 
])lo are allowed to remain througli 
weeks and months and jierhaps years 
— strangers? At a woman's meeting, 
not long ago, a woman came In alone. 
There was no sign from those already 
assembled that she was welcome. The 
onlooker could not have told whether 
slic was so well known that no one 
felt It Incumbent on her to show any 
sign of welcome or whether she was 
unknown to any one presont. 

Yet It is very important that every- 
.ono who comes to Victoria shall bo 
made to fee! at home. It la no less 
essential for the sake of tho old resi- 
dents themselves than for that of the 
newcomers. As the city grows, and as 
years pass on our old friends will be 
ae|)ara'ted from us. If we do not want 
lo bo left alone wo must make friends 
of those who live near us. But apart 
from this, which is perhaps a selfish 
way of looking at it, each one has it 
in Ills, but especially in her power to 
make Victoria a happy city. After 
all, why should any ono hesitate to 
show wliat civility she can to those 
with whom she comes In cofltact? 

Tlie cloak of reserve which many 
a person draws so closely around 
herself or himself often hides a very 
.sensitive nature. A hearty, pleasant 
greeting, a warm welcom'o will cause 
this to be thrown aside .md a friend 
will have been made whose steadfast 
faith may bo a comfort through many 
years. 

If on tho other hand, tho reserve Is 
only the manifestation of a cold heart 
and a narrow mind, what harm will 
liave been done by the offer of friend- 
ship? The feeling of wounded pride 
will soon pass away leaving behind 
tho satisfaction of having done right. 

Yes, but some one may say. "Is 
there not danger of making unworthy 
friends We cannot be sure that all 
these people are worthy of our con- 
fidence." much less desirable as inti- 
mate friends. 

Tho experience of most people will 
tell them that tho occasions, even In 
a long life when their Icindness has 
been requited with ingratitude arc- 
very few Indeed. It docs not take 
two people long to find out if they are, 
uncongenial. Even then they caii 
still treat each other with kindness. 

It would be a groat misfortune if in 
this city, which it is tho hope of all to 
make one of home, our society should 
be divided Into cliques representing 
old residents, and the parts of the 
world from which the newer arrivals 
come. Against this spirit; It Is the 
part of women to contenfl. The men,, 
do not ask the gentlemen who come 
to transact business with them 
whether they are English, Canadian 
or American, much less from what 
province of Canada they come. Much 
less should we women allow anysucli 
question to separate us from our 
neighbors. Whatever wo can show 
them of kindness and civllttyi' what- 
ever we can, In turn receive of friend- 
ship and confidence should be eagerly 
tendered aiid gladly accepted. Only 
.so can our city come , to be as happy 
as It Is beautiful. 

In all that has bq'oa .said, there I.-! 
no question of entertainment. That 
must be regulated, however we might 
wish it otherwise, by the length of 
our purses. Those who have no ser- 
vants cannot prepare' elaborate 
menus nor can the lady of small 
means purchase tho dress in whicli it 
Is fitting She shall appear among the 
guests of tho wealthy hostess. 13ut 
while wo m.iy frankly accept such 
limitations tills does not (or at least 
should not) hinder two ladies of con- 
genial tastes from being frltMids, ev.-n 
although tho one declines to accei)t 
favors which she finds lierself unable 
to return, and the other refune.i to 
send an invitation which she knows 
is but an empty form. .Still less i1oc.<! 
It prevent the interciiange of jdeasaiit . 
greetings and friendly wni-ds \vlii'n 
bolli meet on common grounds. There 
Is much room lu re for the exercise of 
good sense and good feeling.

Flower Boxes 

rretty porcli boxe.'i containing brlglit- 
luied llowi.Tiniv plants add to the at- 
tractivoness of the home. Often this af- 
fords the only opportunity of satisfy- 
ing Ihe desire for these beauties of na- 
ture. To cultivate flowers in beds Is 
not always convenient. To be able to 
tend them In boxes where thoy are near 
at hand and out of tlie way of poultry 
Is gratifying. It Is vexing to see an 
energetic hen with swiftly-moving feet 
carrying destruction to one's pet blu.s- 
soino or newly started plants, yet that 
ia exactly what happens many times tn 
tho flower bed. ' The porch box, gener- 
ally speaking, is secure from such dep- 
redations. 

Any strong ''jox which is of the right 
sh.ipe, long and narrow, with a de|)th 
of six or seven Inches, makes :i good 
porch box. U may bo painted the color 
of tho house or be of a cniitrasling 
shade. Green is always good, as it 
harmonizes and blends with tho foliage 
of the plants it eontalns. 

Ono of tho vory prettiest boxes I ever 
saw, and ono which attracted a great 
deal of attention last summer, was cov- 
ered with roiigli bark from the woods, 
fastened on with nails. Largo pieces 
were selected, taken from old logs where 
tliny had fallen off or become loosened 
by decay. A trip to tho back pasture, 
ui any place where there Is a fallen 
timber, would undoubtedly reveal Just 
the material necessary. If the pieces 
are not found of the required sh.'nie, 
they can ea.slly be mailo so by tlie use 
of saw and axe. The deeply serrated 
bark, with Its artistic conformation and 
color tono, mokes an r ornament tOf rtbe 
box Itself. When fllled wjth'.,Jjli)qniilnjr 
trailing vines the effect Is truly pleas- 
ing. 

Almost any plants will do well In 
boxes If supplied a'.nindantly with water. 
The soil needs to be (|Ulto rich and a 
layer of fertilizer from tlin barnyard 
should be placed In the bottom or ciso 
nilx(Ml with the earth. No provision for 
drainage Is reiiuired, as excess of mois- 
ture finds Its way out through the crev- 
ices of tlie bo.ards.

A peculiar, feature In the conces- 
sion is calculated to confine the out- 
side, colonization to iinti-ilgrants from 
(-anadn. but the plans provide also for 
the settlement of a large proportion 
of Mexican citizens upon the com- 
pany's ground. Provisions liave been 
made for special steamship service 
from Canada to the port oC Zlhuata- 
nejo and adjacent harbors. 

The Mexican "sovernment also un- 
dcrtalcea to establish 'an experimental 
farm within the boundaries of the col- 
onized area for the study of most efll- 
clent methods of prqduclng Indigenous 
and imported farming products. The 
lands which liave already licen de- 
nounced are rich producers of cocoa- 
luits, cotton, tubnceo, corn, njonjoll 
and tropical fruits, but as the region 
is otherwise practically undeveloped, 
none of these crops have been handled 
sclentlflcally In the past. 

It 1b. announced by the projectors 
of the enterprise that within the next 
seven years, the limit sot for the es- 
tabllshnieut of i'.nniigratils entitled to 
the concession prl:-l!egcs, ten thou- 
sen<l Camidlans will be settled In the 
.slate of Guerrero, principally oh the 
w-e.storn coast. The- llrst townitu has 
been surveyed and a considerable body 
of tillable but virgin land in the vi- 
cinity lalil out for the llrst settler.", 
who tire expected to arrl\-e in Mexico 
within the coming two or three 
men til a. 

Capt. Whittle, of the Georgia, al- 
though a new master on this route, 
is not new to the Georgia. He was In 
command of the vessel when she 
ojii ned a new trade on the Gold Co-T.-t 
<ir \Vost Africa a few years ago. a 
trade In which the steamer had to 
carry her own stevedores and four 
lighters on her decks. Capt. Whittle 
had to- make moorlnss for his lighters 
and In roadsteads with a surf rolling 
In. had much difficulty In landing and 
loading cargo. 

In the steamer Cfeorgia he made a 
notable trip through a series nf 
creeks, where the trees and bushes 
brushed the steamer's sides In man.\- 
places. The creeks ■were like a maze, 
and It -was only by constant watchful- 
ness that the steamer was kept In the 
deeper ones, going through from the 
Niger to the Benin river. On this 
voyage the steamer worked far Inland. 

'he service was abandoned and the 
Georgia sent to Victoria for the Mexi- 
can trade.
